New Delhi, the 9th May, 2008 

F. No. 23/1/2004-R&R (Vol.-II).—In this Ministry’s 
Resolution F.No. 23/1/2004-R&R dated 25th May, 2005 
published in the Gazette of India (Extraordinary), Part I,
